This objection revives, so fax as the Governor 
is concerned, an old question which was de- 
termined generations ago, and the sion

The Constitution of Tilinoia, adopted in 
1848, provided that “the Jadges of the Su- 
preme and Circuit Courts shall not be eligi- 
ble to any other office of public trust or profit 
in this State-or the United States during the 
term for which they ate elected, nor for one 
year thereafter. All votes for either of them 
for any elective office (except that of Judge 
of the Supreme or Circuit Court) given by 
the General Assembly or the people shall be 

void. * 

In 1855 Judge Lyman Trumbull was 15549 6 
by the Legisiature to the Senate of the United 
States, he having been previously a Judge of 
the Supreme Court, the term for which he 
had been elected not having expired at the 


time of is election to the United States 


Senate, An attempt was made to invalidate 
his election on the ground that the votes 
giten for him by the General Assembly were 
made void by the Constitution of the State of 


-Iilinois. Thais objection was overruled by 


the Senate (as like objections had been pre- 
viously overruled) on the ground that the 
qualifications of Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress were prescribed by the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and that it was 


not in the power of any State by law or Con- 


stitution to add to, take from, or otherwise 
change or alter the same. There being noth- 


dng in the Constitution of the United States 


disqualifying Judge Trumpull to sit in the Na- 
onal Senate, nothing in the Constitution of 
Illinois could do sd. Substantially, that judg- 
ment has been affirmed a score of timer since 
1855. 

In the Constitation of Illinois ne 1870, the

There is one point about this tariff revision 
whieh Congress must keep well in mind. A 
reduction of at least 15 per cent in the aver 
age of duties at this time wili be merely the 
tardy redemption of a promise made more 
than eighteen years ago. It wag in 1864 that 
the present tariff was adopted; the changes 
which have been made sinca that time have 
not abated materially the exactions.of the 
system.
